His 
last position in Yugoslavia reportedly was in the operations section at 
First (Seventh) Army headquarters in Nis, 


3. Radomir ILIC, a member of the Yugoslav Communist Party prior to Yorld 
‘Yar II, was reportedly attached to the Ministry of Interior.* 


4. Todor TODOROVIC, described as an expert economist, is stated to have 
been a member of the Yugoslav Communist Party prior to World “ar II, 
His last official position in Yugoslavia was that of Assistant Minister 
of Finance for Serbia.tt 


5. The first proletarian brigade of the Cominformists is stationed at 
(Gorna) Dzhumaya. Twenty officers, reportedly trained in Russia, have 
been assigned to this brigade, which is headed by a certain Major RZAK, 
Following completion of their training in the Soviet Union in January 
(presumably 1950), the officers were assigned to units of Yugoslav 


Cominformists.
